There has come no reply to this letter, and my wife is 

getting nervous because such a delay, as she does not understand 
what could’ be wrong with her or with me, her husband. She does 
not know what to answer to her co-workers in the bank vhure she 
is working, among them many other Estonians who had no trouble with" 
INS. 

May I ask you to check with the INS whether this has 
something to to with my not quite regular immigration to this 
country by the help of our Agency? Perhaps the Agency could 
clarify the case . As you might know, I came here on one month 
visa in my Estonian passport. Later I was handed an alien regis- 
tration cardj/and I was told that everything is in order with my 
immigration, (although I was not told how this was arrangedjal though 
I was rejected under the DT Act under a paragraph which stated 
that persons rejected under this paragraph^ if nevertheless arri- 
ving to the States will be subject to deportation. Perhaps this 
has not been cleared out in full extent and plays back now in 
connection with my wife's application.
